MARQUIS JTO IN SEOUL.

Japanese minister to Korea, and General 
Ijiehi, commander, of the Japanese gar- 
rison 'here who went to meet him ac- 
companied .him to Seoul. When the-spec- 
ial train arrived at Seoul it was receiv- 
ed with military honor?. A Korean 
guard of honor saluted and surrounded 
the handsome green palanquin in which 
'Marquis Ito was carried to the mansion 
prepared for him by the emperor. The 
route wits lined by Japanese troops, who 
saluted the marquis as he passed. Thou- 
sands of Koreans also witnessed his ar- 
rival. Marquis Ito will be received by 
the Korean emperor on Saturday, March 
10.'.

ST. PETERSBURG, March 17.—4 p. 


ro.—Thc first headquarters of the Man- 
clmmn army after General 
Knropat- 


kin's arrival'will be at Liao Yang, the 
general having selected that point, in- 
stead of Mukden,-whence to direct the 
operations. Liao Yang is ten miles west 
of the railroad being connected with the 
main road by. a. special line which will 
be completed'by the time Gen. Kuropat- 
kin arrives and has many 
advantages 


over Mukden, being a point whence both 
the telegraph line and the Pekin road 
go to the Yiilu river. Another road, not 
marked on the maps, leads almost due 
cast to an extinct volcano, Paik-Tou- 
Snn or Long White mountain, whose cra- 
ter is a sacred lake. Tho-road was built 
by Hit; Chinese, whose emperors former- 
ly went there to shoot tigers with which 
tlic region is infested. Two rivers, the 
Tumen and the Yaltt rise near the moun- 
tain. • Liao Yang 
consequently com- 


mands both the roads over which troops 
will bo sent according- to 
necessities. 


Lino Yang also has the advantage of 
being nearer to the frontier of China in 
the event of punitive measures being re- 
quired against the Chinese. ' It is also 
close to the Liao Tung peninsula, New 
ChwHiig and the mouth of the Liao-IIo. 


While the Russians are mobilizing for 


the purpose of working out nil offensive 
military problem they will be prepared 
to move heavy forces in any direction to 
meet the Japanese whose command of 
the sea gives them great freedom in se- 
lecting their points of attack. General 
Kuropntkin will live on a train with his 
staff, and he prepared to move immedi- 
ately wherever his presence is required. 
If the Japanese land in force pn the 
coast of northern Korea. Gen. Kuropat: 
kin will move his headquarters further 
north, along the railroad. 
If there is 


fighting along the Tain, which now 
seems probable, he will .go forward to 
Feng Pun Cheng. .

Brown the Happiest Man in the City— 


Jury Believed That His Figures

Charles Brown, former night clerk of 


the Milwaukee Electric TRaihviiy & Light 
company, charged with having embezzled 
$2.500 of money belonging to the. corpor- 
ation,, is ;v free man. A jury of twelve 
men brought in a verdict of "not guilty," 
about 8 o'clock last night, after being 
out four hours during,which six ballots 
•were taken. The first ballot.stood 8 for 
acquital and 4 for.conviction; the sec- 
and ballot S for acquittal.3 -for. convic- 
tion and 1 blank. The fourth and fifth 
were 11-for acquittal and 1 for.convic- 
tion and the sixth ballot was .12 for not 
guilty. 


\\Tien the jury came, in Brown, his.at- 


torney and possibly three hundred per- 
sons were in the court room. Brown 
wore .1 troubled, look on his face but 
when the clerk read the verdict his coun- 
tenance brightened-.up- and. he.'was tlic 
happiest man in'the city. _ After the jury 
was thanked by the court'and'dischargeii. 
by the court Brown shook hands with 
ci'ch of the jurymen and thanked them 
and he was taken by the hand and con- 
gratulated by almost, every person-in 
the place.

All of the fjicls-.rcJat.ivc to tlic arrest 


of Mr. Brown, turning over $000 and his 
watch to the railway people and the al- 
leged confessions he made, have been 
fully published; also the important evi- 
dence as the trial progressed. The strong 
point in favor of Brown was his appear- 
ance on the witness stand and emphatic 
statement that figures on.sheets he filled 
out had been changed after they left 
his hands: also the .statement that he 
turned over money and watch and made 
damaging, statements under the 'impres- 
sion, that lie bad made mistakes in hi* 
reports and did not realize that he was 
being directly charged with stealing and. 
fnrtherjiipre'that he proved''where he 
got the Vnphoy he turned over- : to' ' the 
company.

would do at present. : However,, it is 
known that he will demand of the-street 
railway company that they return his 
$900 and watch and no doubt a damage 
suit will follow. 


District Attorney Gittins said that he 


expected a verdict of guilty, but admit- 
ted it was one of-those kind of cases that 
is hard to get fairly before a jury. • 


Attorney Nelson was attorney for the 


prisoner.

The removal of Gen. Thomas from of- 


fice a- few weeks' ago was one of tho 
most picturesque incidents known in pol- 
itics here. .Seated Under the folds of a 
United States flag, Gen. Thomas remain- 
ed at his deck, refusing to give way un- 
til deposed by the', actual arrival of hia 
successor, Luman-T. IIay; who was tho 
manager of the- campaign- that resulted 
in the election of Cnitcd States Senator 
Albert J/ Hopkins. 


The reason, assigned for the removal 


was the desirablity of securing a. more 
vigorous administration 
of 
the office, 


but Gen. Thomas maintained that the 
motive for the change was purely polit- 
ical, and that the affairs of the apprais- 
er's office were, being handled with an ef- 
liciency above.the average. 


The issue was-made the subject of an 


appeal to President Roosevelt and a con- 
troversy with Secretary Shaw. 


The death of General Thomas was a* 


dramatic as hi« removal. He had served 
in the civil, war, but had never made an 
'application for a pension, while in re- 
ceipt of :othcr income. Today after in- 
effectual . efforts to ' secure.' other work 
he i\'as.'in a. lawyer's office preparing a. 
pension application.

engaged that General 'Thomas fell dead. 
He was 70 years-old!. ." '•

.General Thomas was appointed 
ap- 


praiser of the port .of.Chicago'by Presi- 
dent McKinlcy ' several years ago, and 
served continuously until removed from 
the position by President lloosevclt 
within the lust 
month. Deceased was • 


adjutant general under'.Governor Brown- 
low, of 'Tennessee- in. the civil war, and 
was subsequently speaker of the Illinois 
legislature. 


General Thomas is said to have weak- 


ened 
visibly during the past 
month. 


Upon arriviug at the lawyer's oflice to- 
day lie'sank into iv chair, panting and 
out of breath. He was unable to spsak 
for a. moment, .but seemed to recover. 


"I have come to inquire about a pen- 


sion!" he said at last. Bis', chair was 
drawn up to a table and he was about 
to speak again when he was seized by 
a. second.fainting spell. His head sank 
on the table and a moment later he was 
dead.

because of the big premium. It is said 
here that the insurance companies since 
so many costly iires around the country 
will raise their rates. One merchant in

would be neceisary to-carry less insur- 
ance and take a greater risk as there 
nrc but few business men who really feel 
they can bear 11 higher premium than 
they now are paying.

a merger corporation in which the se- 
curities were placed far and beyond the 
control of adverse interests or the acci- 
dents of the market. U is possible that 
individuals may continue to invest in 
the property of other individuals ami

of other 
corporation 


stocks, but they juust on-n as individuals 
nnd not attain an illegal- purpose and 
threatening attitude towards the world 
of business and trade, by merger ,cprpoi'- 
ations. The proposition is probably that 
in one case the stocks ntid property are 
subject to the operations of nil the ac- 
cidents of trade and business and are riot 
tied 
up that no title may be given, 


while in illegal mergers a consolidation 
is effected by which every vestige of com- 
petition is effaced. 


The merger was therefore in violation 


ot the laws of the nation. Congress has 
not usurped powers not pertaining:to it, 
r.nd congress possesses power over nil 
•internal commerce, or interstate com- 
merce. The Sherman anti-trust law is 
a reality with which the officials of the 
government may conjure so that mon- 
ster trusts-and combinations that afflict 
the nation may be taken in hand. State 
laws are subservient to interstate cdm- 
merce, and the contention, the Sherman 
law interferes with the internal affairs 
of n state is declared by tlie court to be 
without foundation. 


The auti-trust law does not regulate 


, domestic commerce • us existent 
within 


state lines, but does commerce us exist- 
ent between states. The constitution is 
supreme over the states, over the courts, 
over the individual. What it authorizes 
is supreme authority everywhere^- The 
act therefore must be respected because 
it does not coiiflict with the; constitu- 
tion, ior it regulates only commerce,as 
between the states and in the foreign 
states. Congress ofduineu this law and 
constitutionally all laws enacted by it 
iw the pursuance of its provision* are 
supreme over the states, Uie courts and 
over the people even from 
whoni all 


source of power comes, until inferen- 
tially of course, the people them- 
ulves alter their constitution. 


Sajrg the court: "An act ol congress 


passed constitutionally under its power 
to regulate commerce among the states 
und' with' foreign nations is binding upon 
all as much as if it were embodied in the 
Constitution itself." 


Thus, again, the supreme court of the 


nation confirms this Sherman anti-trust 
law. It confirms the right of the Amer- 
ican people to legislate through its na- 
tional body, the United States congress, 
laws in accordance -with the constitu- 
tion, that their interests may be pro- 
tected at all times as against the as- 
saults of combined capital or combined 
interests of any description threatening 
the orderly conservation of thq rights of 
all the people.

The, supreme 'court of the 
United 


States holds the' Xorthevn ' Securities 
merger is illegal, that such was in re- 
straint of trade and coining in square 
conflict 
with the Sherman" anti-trust 


law it follows the decision of the lower 
court which was. against the merger 
must be. affirmed. The court 'divided as 
follows: Against .the legality 
of the. 


merger, Justices Harlan, Brown, Brewer, 
McKennn, Day, For the merger, Chief 
Justice Fuller, Justices White, Feckhant 
and Holmes. The decision holds3 that 
without prejudice the. Northern Securi- 
ties company maj return the merged 
stock to the parties originally forming 
the merger, which naturally.'will fol'- 
low. 
t 


The synopsis of the decision as pub-' 


lishcd in the Journal, of Monday is in- 
teresting as .showing ttic bent of great 
legal minds, and while it is all true 
there was biit one majority hi favor of 
sustaining thejlower court's adverse de- 
cision to tlie merger, that one';'is" suffi- 
cient to reassure tlie great business 
world that a halt has been called in the 
process of forming great combinations'1 


which have set aside the laws of trade 
and nullified the laws of slates. 


But better than all the Sherman anti- 


trust law has been upheld and its pro- 
visions stand-ill the defense'of.the great 
body of the American people which Sena- 
tor. Sherman was so'moved to consider 
when he framed his now historic' law in 
defense of their rights. The work of the 
Republican party is upheld and the la- 
bors of Attorney General Knox reward- 
ed. 


It* is clearly shown in the summary of 


Justice Harlan that the merger was 
formed with the object of restricting 
competition between natural competing 
lines of railroad. No other object could 
exist, think the laymen, and they are 
right. Carried out to their conclusion 
mergers would continue until the com- 
mon property was merged in a few con- 
trolling .men. It was no injustice to 
those interested and it in no wise was 
wrong to compel the restoration of prop- 
erty us it before existed. There would 
lie no financial disaster resulting from 
sustaining the circuit court. This view 
he discouraged, saying such predictions 
were unusual under such circumstances 
and need not be realized. 


Justice Harlan 
concluded, saying, 


"that the only object of the merger was 
to prevent competition and he said that 
if no.one else knew this to be the case 
J. Pierpont Morgan, one of the defend- 
ants knew that to have been the case. 
Extracts from Morgan's testimony were 
quoted in support of this statement. 


The decree of the circuit court, he said, 


could not have been of smaller scope, 
and it bad in no way exceeded its au- 
thority: The law must not-feiiaTrowly 
construed, but reasonably 
construed. 


The defendant could not complain of the 
finding of the circuit court and Justice 
Harlan in concluding announced the con- 
firmation of the decision of that court, 
saying: 
• 


"The judgment of this court- is that 


the decree below of the circuit court be 
and hereby is affirmed, with liberty to 
the circuit court: to proceed, in the exe- 
cution of the decree as 
the circum- 


stances may require."

All the trusts undoubtedly arc 
securing prefniential freight rates and 
discriminations precisely as they always 
have, and this is admitted to be practi- 
cally so at any rate,* by Ihe statement 
made in th<>*report of the Interstate 
Commerce commission which it was ad- 
mitted tbe Klkins law, lhat Js, amend- 
ments to the Inter State Commerce1, laic, 
did not choke off prcferentmlH, that it 
was yet possible for shippers, to secure 
advantages, as confess * the commission- 
ers. "The tariffs arc not departed from in 
such 'cases, but the things which "can be 
done in jicoordanco 'with the tariff may 
be equivalent"to a rebate."

But as to the melliocls of the1 sugar 


trust' in securing advantages"; over all 
competitors and additional profits for it- 
self, ,an_ account in » Chicago pt^ef isij.ys^: 


"It seems however that whencVer the 


sugar trust desire* to move its product 
from any manufacturing point through 
any gateway it always finds gome rail- 
road kind enough to publish a satisfac- 
tory tariff. In this way the trust has 
been able to control the situation, and 
as a result the sugar traffic usually is in 
a demoralized condition. The main dif- 
ficulty lies in the- rates from New Or- 
leans to Ihe/Twin Cities and the rateo 
from the seaboard to the same , point.

It developed,

THE GOOO ROADS MOVEMENT. 
Occasionally the good roads feature 


comes up in congress through the efforts 
of the National"Good. Roads association 
to secure hearings upon their measures. 
One hearing lately disclosed the informa- 
tion every on,e of the six New England 
states, the- states of :3Srew York, Penn- 
sylvania, New. Jersey and Delaware have 
adopted the plan of giving Mate aid. 
It 


is- now an accepted proposition that to 
insure the coming good roads it is'vi- 
tally necessary, 'the state should give 
most liberal aid to the extent at least 
of a half. It had been hoped the essen- 
tial at the beginning of the opening of 
the free rural mail routes that the roads 
in the free zone district should be im- 
proved as a requisite to free delivery, 
would be strictly enforced and aid in 
the giving tlie country a splendid good 
roads service; b'ut this is now. dispelled 
and the good roads-feature at first made 
something of, is no longer considered. 


If the postal department had refused 


to establish a free delivery 'service un- 
til the disfcriet had really so kiipi-oved 
its roads the carriers would'have''no 
trouble, it-would have been 'tlie':vpry 
making of good roads in many Counties 
in many states, tlie free riiral "service 
would not have been'pushed pri :sp" fast 
for it has been pushed beyond reason, 
•until a large deficiency is' assured for 
many years to conic, and year by^ year 
as communities desired a competent mail 
service, they would first have reconstruc- 
ted their roadways.

The criminal calendar has but four 


cases and they hold little of. interest. 
One "is the well-worn Gaster ease, which 
may iiot come to trial and the other of 
importance is the case of the State vs. 
Dan Smith, who is charged with intent 
to kill Charles Windsor. This case will 
probably come up for trial. 


There are thirteen cases on the civil 


Hst, seven for the jury'and six for the 
court. Kearly all of these cases'have 
been on the calendar'for years, and there 
is little reason to suspect that they will 
be called iip for trial at the coming 
term. One of the few new cases is that 
of Frank G. Gowie vs. the St. Paul road.
